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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-75 are pending. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-75, drawn to compound of formula shown in claim where X' and 
X are nitrogen, composition and method of use, classified in class 544, 
subclass 182, class 514, subclass 242. 

II. Claims 1-75, drawn to compound of formula shown in claim where X' is 
nitrogen and X is carbon, composition and method of use classified in 
class 544, subclass 333, class 514, subclass 256. 

III. Claims 1-75, drawn to compound of formula shown in claim where X' is 
carbon and X is nitrogen, composition and method of use, classified in 
class 544, subclass 405, class 514, subclass 252.10. 

IV. Claims 1-75, drawn to compound of formula shown in claim where X' and 
X are carbons, composition and method of use, classified in class 546, 
subclass 268.1, class 514, subclass 336. 

Upon electing an invention, applicants should also elect a species from that 
invention for examination. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are independent and distinct from each other because 
they are directed to dissimilar compounds with varying cores such as 1 ,2,4-triazine 
versus pyrimidine with versus pyrazine versus pyridine. Consequently, the groups have 
different classifications and require separate prior art searches. Art which may render 
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obvious or anticipate one of the groups would not necessarily do the same for the other 
group. Each can support a patent, as the compounds of each group are capable of 
being utilized alone not in combination with other members listed in the Markush group. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

In view of distinct nature of each of the inventions, the restriction is set forth in
